Caborca Centennial Medal

A medal was issued in 1957 to commemorate the defeat of Henry 
Alexander Crabb who, at the head of seventy men, entered Caborca, 
Sonora, Mexico, April 1, 1857. In the attacks that followed some were 
killed and on the sixth, Crabb and fifty-nine of his followers surrendered 
and all but a sixteen-year-old boy named Charles Edward Evans, were 
executed. Sixteen other men, part of the Crabb expedition, who had 
remained behind at Cabeza Prieta, arrived at Caborca inquiring for Crabb 
a few hours after he had been shot. This party was also shot the same day, 
April 7, 1857. Total dead by execution: 75. 

Obverse: Upon a background representative of the valley in which 
the town of Caborca is situated, surrounded by hills, the two-towered 
church can be made out. About the middle of the upper right quadrant 



and close to the margin, the sun emits ten rays of light. The whole is 
superimposed by the inscription primer centenario 6 abril in four lines 
in which the Arabic numeral six occupies the center of the field, ten milli- 
meters in height and having within the lowermost curve the preposition 
DE in smaller capitals (First Centenary 6 of April). Olive branches at 
sides and in the exergue a bovine head flanked by desert plants, indicative 
of the region and of the main industry. 

Reverse: On the field the two-towered mission church with flag 
unfurled on top of the center facade; immediately below in three lines in 
bas-relief baluarte de los defensores (Bastion of the defenders). Organ 
cacti at the sides. Around the margin heroica • caborca • sonora • Mexico. 
In the exergues the date 1857 and in a rhomboidal escutcheon placed in 
the center of the upper margin the year of issue 1957. As in the obverse, 
the border is plain. 

Edge is plain. Size: 37 millimeters in diameter. 

Designer and manufacturer: J. Jesus Valencia, silversmith, whose 
address is Calle de Jesus, 716, Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico. 

For unknown reasons, the Mexico City mint was not called upon to 
prepare this medal, therefore, lacking facilities they were cast in extremely 
well prepared molds except that all specimens studied show marked 
convexity of both sides. It is believed that at least the inscription baluarte 
DE LOS DEFENSORES was hand engraved. 

There were twenty-seven medals made in gold of .900 fineness, each 
weighing 45.8 grams or 660 grains troy (1 oz. IV 2 dwts.) with an intrinsic 
value of $44.00 but the price fixed by the committee in charge of the 
celebration was one thousand pesos or eighty dollars. In silver of 902.7 
fineness, 500 specimens were made weighing 28 grams or 18 dwts. troy and 
were sold for five hundred pesos each or forty dollars.

Enough dreaming — there’s much 
to see and do. As plans for the day 
developed there was talk of viewing 
the exhibits, of attending Leo 
Young’s auction in the evening and 
speculation as to the surprise events 
for the ladies later on. 

Since the day was beautiful a 
group of us decided to visit the fa- 
mous Lambert Gardens, Polly Dod- 
son at the wheel and near-sighted 
me trying to fix our location on the 
map.

understood were exceptionally tal- 
ented and beautiful. The strangely 
modern forest products building and 
the garden walk, the house of re- 
ligious history, the candlestick 
building gave a glimpse of adven- 
ture land. 

One could spend weeks seeing the 
beauties of Oregon, its streams, 
water falls, mountains, parks, flow- 
ers and ever so many scenic won- 
ders. More and more people are 
combining vacations with conven- 
tions. It is a wonderful way to see 
America and at the same time en- 
joy your hobby. Many young peo- 
ple were seen at the convention. 

Educational programs to me are 
one of the brighter spots of a con- 
vention. Some day perhaps, people 
will have to reserve seats for these 
events, for each year more and more 
are attending and the word is 
spreading “this you won’t want to 
miss.’’ Even those not interested in 
collecting can and do And these pro- 
grams stimulating. 

Vernon L. Brown’s talk on “His- 
tory of Emergency Money in the 
United States 1812 to 1934,’’ covered 
many of the reasons for issuing such 
monies, as the war of 1812, hard 
times of 1837, War with Mexico 
1846-47, discovery of gold 1849, crisis 
of 1857, Civil War 1861-65, coinage 
act of and panic of 1873, the panic 
of 1907 known as “the rich man’s 
panic,’’ the depression of the 1930s 
and World War II. 

Harry M. Lessin gave an interest- 
ing dissertation on “Counterfeiting 
in Colonial Connecticut,’’ adding 
many amusing anecdotes. He told 
how Abel Buel, an engraver, had a 
branded “C’’ on his forehead, stamp- 
ing him as a counterfeiter. Various 
counterfeiters, including Robert 
Fenton, were covered in his talk 
which included personal glimpses 
into the lives of these men. 

L. W. McCabe covered some 
phases of “Art, Religion, and Pa- 
triotism in the Types and Legends 
of Byzantine Coins.” The relation- 
ship and influence of art, religion 
and patriotism, history and legend 
were signiflcantly amplifled. 

James J. Padden’s “Some Old Jap- 
anese Coins” was illustrated with 
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precisely executed posters of gold 
obans with black characters. His 
detailed relating of the meaning of 
characters and their history was 
most illuminating. 

President O. H. Dodson opened his 
talk with his usual sense of humor 
and suggested a pause that refreshes 
— a good stretch — once on its feet, 
the audience heard the truth most 
speakers forget: “The mind can only 
absorb what the seat can endure.” 
“Numismatics Behind the Iron Cur- 
tain” was his well chosen subject 
and of intent interest to all. Since 
Adm. Dodson had just returned from 
a trip to Russia he was able to 
bring firsthand news from the 
USSR. Since the Admiral is a mas- 
ter of the art of captivating an 
audience, we were at once whisked 
behind the “iron curtain.” He spoke 
of the magnificent collections he had 
seen, the people of the country he 
had met and talked with and their 
apparent desire for peace. He told 
touching and amusing incidents, 
spoke of the interesting cities and 
the beauties of Russia, its architec- 
ture, arts and superb ballet. 

Friday was award day, or perhaps 
we should say “reward” day. Fifty- 
year gold membership medals were 
presented to three people, although 
only one, Edwin Williams, was in 
attendance. The other two, Mrs. 
Cora D. Henderson and Mrs. B. Max 
Mehl, were given in absentia. Ninety- 
two silver medals for twenty-five 
years’ membership were awarded, 
one of which went to President 
Dodson. Heath Literary medals went 
to Melvin and George Fuld, “Medal- 
lie Memorials to Lafayette”; Dr. 
John F. Lhotka, Jr., “Medieval Brac- 
teates”; Col. Phares O. Sigler, 
“Strange Money of the World”; Dr. 
Philip Whiteley, “Colorado Specie”; 
Wolf Wirgin, “Propaganda on Jew- 
ish Coins”; honorary mentions were 
given to Mendel Peterson, Donald 
Smyser, Glenn B. Smedley, William 
B. Peck, Nathan Eglit, T. V. Buttrey, 
Elston Bradfield, Loyd B. Gettys and 
Edward M. Catich. 

Medals of Merit were awarded to 
Dr. John F. Lhotka, Jr., C. C.

New Series of Commemorative Medals 


For the collector — old or new — 
nothing can ever quite take the 
place of our prewar U. S. commemo- 
rative half dollars. They marked 
significant anniversaries or events 
in our American heritage, and were 
generally characterized by a very 
high standard of medallic design. A 
new series of historical medallions 
has been initiated to carry on this 
tradition of historical integrity and 
artistic merit, with issues commemo- 


obverse, the flag of Alaska (the Big 
Dipper pointing to the North Star) 
flies over Mount McKinley, highest 
peak of the continent. Above in the 
sky is an arc of the Aurora Borealis, 
or Northern Lights, and the appro- 
priate legend surrounds. 

The reverse has the first medallic 
portrait of William H. Seward, Lin- 
coln’s secretary of state and archi- 
tect of the purchase of Alaska from 
Russia, a transaction ridiculed at

rating the events and anniversaries 
of our times. 

These are being struck in exact 
half dollar size, complete with edge 
reeding, in .925 fine silver. Further 
carrying out the numismatic spirit, 
the issues are to be strictly limited 
to quantities required to fill the de- 
mand of serious collectors. Exactly 
5,000 sterling silver pieces and 
twenty-four eighteen-carat gold 
pieces of the same diameter are 
being struck for the first issue, after 
which dies will be defaced. Future 
issues of other subjects will be 
struck in somewhat lesser or greater 
quantities as demand warrants. 
Exact quantities of each succeeding 
medallion will be pre-announced, 
and all packets containing the me- 
dallions will be serially numbered. 
About three issues are contemplated 
in each year. 

First medal to be issued is one 
marking Alaskan statehood. On the 


the time as “Seward’s Folly.” To 
the left sits a great Alaskan brown 
bear — before a pine-bordered lake, 
symbolizing the land resources of 
the new state (minerals, timber, 
trapping, agriculture) as well as the 
more temperate southern area of 
the region. At the right is a polar 
bear against an iceberg background, 
symbolizing the sea resources of 
Alaska (fisheries, sealing, etc.) as 
well as the more frigid Artie area. 
Above is Polaris, now the forty- 
ninth star of the United States flag. 
In the exergue, the legend identifies

1959 / PURCHASE * STATEHOOD.

Washington Restrikes 
Dear Mr. Bradfield: 

In answer to many inquiries regard- 
ing the number of pieces of the Wash- 
ington restrikes made in copper and 
rare metals, the following are the offi- 
cial figures: 5,019 in copper, twenty- 
seven in sterling silver, seven in 21- 
karat gold and one in platinum. In 
addition to these there is one trial 
piece in lead struck from the hub, cre- 
ated from the original die, and one 
trial piece in lead struck as the first 
piece from the working die, which was 
created from the hub. 

Results from ads indicate the re- 
strike was overpriced at $10.00, so it 
has been repriced at $5.00; suitable 
adjustments have been made to those 
who paid the earlier price. I have 
learned that some feeling exists, not 
only because of the price, but also for 
the manner in which these restrikes 
were originally presented. I certainly 
wish to apologize for any possible em- 
barrassment caused anyone. 

It is gratifying that there has been 
widespread interest in these restrikes. 
Before these copper restrikes are ex- 
hausted, I would like to feel that 
there is one in every cabinet of the 
coin clubs affiliated with the A.N.A.

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CALENDAR MEDALS AND STORE CARDS

C oncluded from October, 1959 
SPECIAL CALENDARS 

For the sake of completeness, we are including a few pieces showing 
Zodiac symbols and reproductions of the famous Aztec calendar stone. This 
is not an attempt to list all such pieces, but only a few representative speci- 
mens. Those listed show a variety of style and workmanship, and are real 
contributions to the calendar medal series. 

The Aztec calendar stone, famous and conspicuous archaeologic piece, 
can be found in the National Museum, Mexico City. It is known as the Stone 
of the Sun. The monument weighs 57,000 pounds and is twelve feet in diameter. 
It is one of the finest expressions of Aztec art, and shows the Aztec’s knowledge 
of astronomy and mathematics. 

The Aztec calendar represents a tremendous amount of work, as it was 
started in 1427 and completed in 1479. Considering that only stone tools were 
supposed to have been used, the time was not excessive. Experts consider it 
superior to the calendars used by Julius Caesar or Cleopatra and is 103 years 
earlier than the Gregorian calendar created in Rome by Pope Gregory XIII 
in 1582. 

The calendar stone was originally in a vertical position, facing south and 
was painted red, blue, yellow and white. It was on top of the main Aztec 
temple, where Mexico City’s cathedral stands today. 

In 1521 the Spaniards conquered and destroyed the Aztec city of 
Tenochtitlaw and after demolishing the main temple they buried the Stone of 
the Sun. It was lost for 250 years until the accidental rediscovery in Decem- 
ber, 1790. 

At the center of the stone inside a circle is the face of Tonathiuh, the 
Aztec’s sun god; surrounding the face are four squares depicting the four 
movements ^'Nahui-olUn/^ These four movements have a dual purpose, they 
represent the four seasons, and according to the Aztec legend, the manner 
in which the world had come to an end: by wild animals, by wind, by fire 
and by floods. 

The next circle indicates the twenty days of the Aztec month, represented 
by twenty squares, starting at top and reading clockwise Coatl (snake), Cuetz- 
pallin (lizard), CalU (house), Ehecatl (wind), CipactU (first light) Xochitl 
(flower), Quiahuitl (music), Tecpatl (flint), Ollin (movement), Coscacuauhtli 
(vulture), Cuauhtli (eagle), Ocelotl (jaguar), Acatl (cane), MalinalU (herb), 
Ozomatli (monkey), ItzcuinctU (hairless dog), Atl (water), Tochtli (rabbit), 
Mazatl (deer), Miquiztli (death). An Aztec year consisted of 360 days, (eighteen 
months of twenty days) to which the Aztecs added five sacriflcial days known 
as Nemomtemi. This can be seen in the next circle by five dots. The names 
of the months are Atlcaualco, Tlacaxipeicaliztli, Tozoztonli, Ueitozoztli, Toxcatl, 
Etzalqimliztli, Tecuiluitontli, U eitecuiluitl, Tlaxochimaco, Xocouetzi, Ochpaniztli, 
Teotleco, Tepeoluitl, Quecholli, Panquetzaliztli, Atemoztli, Titili, and Izcalli. 

The next circle is of squares inside of which are five points, probably 
representing the days of the week or the five sacriflcial days. Next, are eight 
cardinal points of the compass, each of which divides the stone into forty-five 
degrees. The outside ring consists of two fire snakes Xiuhcoatl which face 
each other at the bottom of the stone. They have trunks like an elephant and 
front legs like a jaguar. Their bodies are divided into fifty-two sections (fifty- 
two year cycle) and each has the symbol of a flame. Between the tails at 
the upper section is a square in which is inscribed the date 13 Acatl (cane) 
which corresponds to the year 1479, the date the stone was completed. Below 
the fire snake one observes eight holes placed at twenty-two and a half 
degrees from the compass points forming forty-five degree angles by them- 
selves. In these holes were placed horizontal sticks which made the stone 
serve a dual purpose of sun dial and calendar. 
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It is believed that this stone records certain important dates in mytho- 
logical history. The Aztec system is the same as used by the Maya, but the 
names and glyphs are different. Monthly festivals regularly fall on the last 
day of each month. Citing a date was done by year-bearer and the day 
number and the day name, thus, “Year 3 Calli, Day 1 CoatV^ The month-day 
and the month were not given, as there are 260 days in the Tonalamatl and 
365 in the year, in a certain case a day name with its number may occur twice 
in the same year. Often the year-bearer alone is given. When the Aztec 
had occasion to count a length of time they counted by years of 365 days. 
The calendars of several other peoples of Mexico seem to have been similar 
to the Aztec, but with different names. 

This calendar seems to be very complex to use, but it is fairly simple. 
One cannot help but admire it for its symmetrical completeness. The Maya 
calendar was a perfect instrument for reckoning time, while the Aztec did not 
have the time periods. In scientific knowledge the Aztecs are considered much 
inferior to the Mayas.

The Zodiac is an imaginary belt encircling the heavens and extending 
about eight degrees on each side of the ecliptic (that plane passing through 
the center of the sun, which contains the orbit of the earth) within which 
are the larger planets. It is divided into twelve parts, called the Signs of 
the Zodiac, which formerly corresponded to twelve constellations bearing 
the same names. Now, owing to the precession of the equinoxes, each 
constellation is in the sign that has the name next following its own. 

A. Vernal equinox, Aries, Taurus, Gemini 

B. Summer solstice. Cancer, Leo, Virgo 

C. Autumnal equinox, Libra, Scorpio, Sagittarius 

D. Winter solstice, Capricornus, Aquarius, Pisces 
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in the technical sense the twelve signs are geometrical divisions thirty 
degrees in extent, counting from the position of the sun at the vernal equinox. 
In the time of Hipparchus the signs corresponded fairly closely with the 
constellations, that is to say, the first sign (called Aries) corresponded with 
the constellation Aries. Owing to precession there is now a discrepancy 
amounting to the breadth of a whole sign, so that the sign Aries is occupied 
by the constellation Pisces. 

In the science of judicial astrology, a horoscope or “nativity” is a map 
of the heavens at the hour of birth showing the position of the heavenly 
bodies from which their influence may be deduced. Each of the twelve signs 
of the Zodiac is credited with its own characteristics and influence, and is 
the controlling sign of its “house of life.” The sign exactly rising at the 
moment of birth is called the ascendant. The benevolent or malignant influ- 
ence of each planet, together with the sun and moon, is modified by the 
signs it inhibits at the nativity, thus Jupiter in one house may indicate 
riches, fame in another, beauty in another, and Saturn similarly poverty, 
obscurity or deformity. 

The five planets were identified with the great gods of the pantheon 
as follows: Jupiter with Marduk, Venus with the goddess Ishtar, Saturn 
with the god Ninib, Mercury with Nebo and Mars with Nergal. The move- 
ments of the sun, moon and five planets were regarded as representing the 
activity of the five gods in question, together with the moon-god Sin and 
the sun-god Shamash, in preparing the occurrences on the earth. 

Marduk means “young bull,” the “sun,” and is the name for the god 
of Babylon. 

Ishtar means “lady of heaven” and is the name of the chief goddess of 
Babylonia and Assyria. 

Ninib is the ancient god of seed sowing, as well as the god of harvest. 
He is also connected with the golden age and associated with peacefulness, 
happiness and contentment. 

Nebo means “god of wisdom” and the son of Marduk. 

Nergal is the “raging king,” the “furious one,” and the name of a solar 
deity in Babylonia. 

Sin is the “lord of wisdom,” one of the principal deities of the Babylonian 
pantheon and regarded as its head. 

Shamash, the common Semitic word for “sun,” was one of the great 
deities of ancient religion. The attribute most commonly associated with 
Shamash is “justice.” 

Aries whose sign is an imitation of a ram’s head, is the first sign 
of the gods. 

Taurus, the second sign of the zodiac, is an imitation of a bull’s head. 
It is a constellation of great antiquity. 

Gemmi or Gemini, the twins, is the third sign of the zodiac, and symbol- 
izes a couple of young kids or children. It is said to represent Castor and 
Pollux, Hercules and Apollo or Triptolemus and lasion. 

Cancer, the fourth sign of the zodiac, is a constellation containing a 
cluster of stars known as Praesepe or the Beehwa. 

Leo, the fifth zodiacal sign, is the Nemean lion that Jupiter raised to 
heaven in honor of Hercules, who slew Nemean. 

Virgo, the sixth zodical sign, is a constellation represented by the Greeks 
as a virgin. There are many fables as to the identity of the maid. 

Libra, the seventh sign, resembles a pair of scales, probably an allusion 
to the autumnal equinox, when the days and nights are equal. 

Scorpio, the eighth sign, refers to the story in which Orion boasted to 
Diana and Latona that he could kill every animal on the earth. These god- 
desses sent a poisonous reptile — a scorpion — which stung him and he died. 
Jupiter raised the scorpion to heaven. 

Sagittarius, the ninth sign is an arrow or dart. The Greeks represented 
this constellation as a centaur in the act of shooting an arrow. 

Capricornus, the tenth sign of the zodiac, is intended to denote the 
crooked horns of a goat. 
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Aquarius, the eleventh sign, representing part of a stream of water, 
alludes to the fact that when the sun is in this part of the heavens, the 
weather is rainy. 

Pisces, the twelfth and last sign, is represented by two fishes tied to- 
gether by their tails. It, no doubt, alludes to an old Egyptian tale that 
Aphrodite and Eros while on the banks of the Euphrates were surprised 
by Typhon and sought safety by jumping into the water, where they were 
changed into two fishes.

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APPENDIX 

SHORT SKETCHES ON SOME ENGRAVERS OF CALENDAR MEDALS 

It is interesting to note some of the engravers of the calendar medals. 
Some are well known for other works, some are known only as engravers of 
calendars, some are not mentioned for any of their engraving work. 

Early English medalists such as Barrett, Benjamin Sutton, John Weet, 
and A. Buckley are completely neglected in medalists' bibliographies. Some 
of the issuers of the extensive Birmingham series, namely James Davies and 
John Powell, are neglected, while the later issuers of this series are mentioned 
since they engraved tokens or other similar pieces. In L. Forrer’s Dictionary 
of Medalists, the most extensive book on medalists, there are interesting 
comments about some of the engravers. A short summary of these follows. 

Pierre S. B. Duvivier lived from 1728 to 1819. He was appointed medalist 
to his majesty in 1764. Under his works is mentioned “Commemoration of 
the 10th of August 1792 (two varieties).” The medal, N.DU.l, is thus alluded 
to by Forrer. 

Demarest, an American engraver, seems to be neglected by both Forrer 
and Kenney. He engraved (?) a lead electro of Washington (see W. S. Baker, 
p. 28) as well as a medal of Washington issued by the N.G.S.N.Y. (Baker 434). 
Demarest's signature also appears on the early J. B. Hyde calendars. 

Forrer's comments on H. Grueber and Sons is interesting. “Most of his 
productions are cheap medalets, sold in sets at a penny apiece . . . -Lacto- 
peptine token (Patent) etc. . . . The medalets are made in papier-mache, 
covered with a shell struck in thin metal.” Thus the Lactopeptine token 
mention by Horatio Storer is covered by Forrer. 

Anton Guillemard, although French, was engraver-in-chief of the mints 
of Milan and Prague from about 1765 until his death. ITiere is some question 
as to when he died as one writer says 1812 while another one says 1820. In 
his list of works is mentioned “Medallic calendar for 1807.” Although the cal- 
endars were probably engraved in Italy, the wording appears to be in German. 

Thomas Halliday, born in 1780, had a shop in Newhall St., Birmingham, 
between 1810 and 1842. A full description of his shop, the engravers employed, 
and the productions thereof is given, but no mention of the calendars of 1827 
and 1828 is made. Halliday is well known in this country for his production 
of the beautiful and rare so-called “Halliday medal” of Washington commem- 
orating the relinquishing of the presidency in 1797. 

Thomas Wells Ingram, an engraver of the Birmingham series during the 
1820s, worked from about 1820 to 1865. He was engraver at the famous Soho 
mint in Birmingham. No calendars are mentioned by Forrer. 

Peter Kempson is a well known medalist (maker of buttons, medals, etc.) 
of the latter eighteenth century who lived in Birmingham. In 1801 he entered 
into partnership with Samuel Kindon under the style of Kempson & Kindon. 
Peter and Thomas Wyon were both employed by Kempson to engrave tokens. 

Daniel Friedrich Loos and his son Gottfried Bernhard are famous die 
sinkers. Daniel Friedrich was born January 15, 1735 and died October 10, 
1817 at Berlin. He engraved an extensive series of medals and coins, but no 
mention of calendar medals is made. Gottfried Bernhard was born August 6, 
1774, and died July 29, 1843. He was general warden of the Prussian mint. 
In 1812 he established the famous die sinking firm of Loos at Berlin, which 
produced a large number of medals and employed some of the best German 
medalists. The firm existed (as of 1907) as the Berlin Medallic Mint of L. 
Osterman, formerly G. Loos. Christoph Karl Pfeuffer worked for the firm of 
Loos from 1821, for about twenty years. Several silver calendars circa 1823-25 
designed by Loos and executed by Pfeuffer are known. 

Turnpenny of Birmingham is listed by Forrer as a manufacturer of 
tokens only, no mention being made of any other productions. 

Both Kenney and Forrer list Twigg as an American medalist, who en- 
graved the “Twigg” Washington medal (Baker 65), dated 1789. In our opinion, 
this piece was made by the same Charles Twigg who made the calendar medals 
of 1794 and 1795. Twigg probably resided in Birmingham. 

It is interesting to quote Forrer’s description of one engraver verbatim: 
“Vissier (Dutch) — This engraver’s signature (VISSER FECIT) occurs on a 
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metallic Sunday calendar for 1767 (Amsterdamske Almanak), with the bust 
of Willem V, Prince of Orange.” This appears to be the only instance where 
a medalist is listed solely for having engraved a calendar. 

Christian Wermuth is a famous German medalist of the last quarter of 
the seventeenth century and first quarter of the eighteenth century. He was 
born December 16, 1661 and died December 3, 1723. In 1688 he was appointed 
court medalist to the ducal house of Saxony (Ernestin branch). He issued 
over 2,000 medals in seventy years. Only a few were listed by Forrer, the 
calendar piece not being mentioned. 

The family of Wurschbauer were noted engravers, who for a period of 
over a century held posts as die-cutters at various places in Austria-Hungary, 
in the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. Karl Wurschbauer was mint en- 
graver at Karlsburg, 1774-1841. The Vienna mint catalog gives the following 
pertinent information: “6 September 1793 Wurschbauer admitted as apprentice 
engraver at mint with 150 fiorins as a yearly allowance ... 18 February, 1807 
permitted to issue a medal with the calendar (this was issued in 1813, and 
signed: C. Wurschbauer Fee.).” Interestingly enough this same report shows 
he was censured for sloppy work in 1814, again in 1817. Amazingly enough 
the calendar of Wurschbauer is an intricate piece of beautiful work. 

The authors hope this short history of the die-sinkers of the calendars 
will prove of interest. Additional information on the unknown engravers 
would be appreciated.

JUAN MANUEL DE ROSAS 

“He could intimidate, or deceive, or seduce” — Brossard 



Rosas on an 1848 peseta 

A violent, ruthless dictator ruled 
the Argentine Pampas over a cen- 
tury ago, the most hated man in 
the history of the republic. Juan 
Manuel de Rosas was born on 
March 30, 1793 at 94 Sarmiento St., 
Buenos Aires, Argentina of wealthy 
parents. His father was Leon Ortiz 
de Rosas; his mother Agustina 
Lopez de Osornio. Juan was one 
of twenty children. 

At the age of nine he entered one 
of the best schools in Buenos Aires. 
On August 12, 1806, at the age of 
thirteen, he participated in the de- 
fense of Buenos Aires against the 
British. Shortly thereafter, he ran 
away from home after being pun- 
ished by his mother for not obeying 
a teacher at school. He then en- 
tered the meat salting and packing 
business, and raised livestock. He 
was successful, and soon owned his 
own business. Juan lived and 
worked with his employees. He dis- 
liked drunkenness, idleness, and 
theft. 

On Marcia 16, 1813 he married 
Dona Encarnacion Ezcurra y Argui- 
bel. They had three children, two 
boys and his beloved Manuelita. 

In 1820 he led the Fifth Regiment 
against the Indians on the plains. 
He continued as a military leader 
after that campaign, and took part 
in the skirmishes after the Brazil- 
ian war. 


In December, 1829, he was elected 
governor and captain-general of 
the Province of Buenos Aires by 
the legislature. He served for one 
and a half years, then resigned to 
fight Indians in the southern part 
of the province. 

In May, 1835, after repeated 
offers, he again assumed the post 
of governor, with dictatorial powers. 
His Federalists carried on a never- 
ending warfare with the Unitarians. 
Opponents of Rosas had their prop- 
erty confiscated, were hunted down 
and killed, or forced to fiee into 
exile. 

In 1838 his wife died. 

Rosas championed nationalism, 
but his regime was empty and retro- 
gressive in many respects. An 
astute demagogue, aware of all the 
popular passions, a master of psy- 
chology, he stirred up class warfare. 
The climax of terror came in 1842, 
when over 22,000 were killed. He 
set out to subdue the gauchos, at 
the same time imposing his own 
type of gaucho barbarisms on the 
city of Buenos Aires. Through all 
this, he remained a friend of the 
church. 

He led a gang of bench men, paid 
assassins who stood close to him. 
In fact, they were so close they 
gained the name of Mazorcas (“Ears 
of Corn”), since they were as close 
as the grains of corn on the ear. 
Rosas referred to the Unitarians 
as “savages.” 

During his regime he had foreign 
as well as domestic troubles, includ- 
ing difficulties with France, Eng- 
land and the United States. He also 
claimed Paraguay and Uruguay as 
members of the Argentine Republic. 
Justo Jose Urquiza, a former gen- 
eral of Rosas, turned on him, and 
with troops of Brazil, Uruguay, and 
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the province of Entre Rios and Cor- 
riente, defeated him at Monte Case- 
ros February 3, 1852. 

Juan’s immense fortune, in excess 
of a million dollars, was confiscated, 
Urquiza took possession of his home 
for a palace, and Rosas was sen- 
tenced to death. With the populace 
thirsting for his blood, he sought 
refuge in the British legation in 
Buenos Aires. He fied in disguise 
with his children aboard the British 
ship Locuste which took them to 
Plymouth, England. 

Never again to mix in Argentine 
politics, he lived alone in a hotel 
for twelve years, then bought a 
farm near Southampton, in 1864. 

Manuelita lived in London, mar- 
ried her childhood sweetheart, and 
during his last twenty-five years, 
never once visited her father. Rosas 
farmed some and tried to make the 

1836 


farm into a little Argentina. He 
even retained his native gaucho 
dress. Rosas died at Swaythling of 
pneumonia May 14, 1877. The home 
of Rosas on the edge of Buenos 
Aires, in Palermo, is now a park. 

Under a law of July 17, 1836, 
coins bearing the portrait of Rosas 
were authorized in La Rioja prov- 
ince. On November 16, 1836, Rosas 
wrote the governor of the province, 
asking that his portrait not be 
shown on the money because of 
personal embarrassment. With re- 
luctance, the coinage of the bust 
was ended in 1837. Without consult- 
ing Rosas, his bust again appeared 
on money of La Rioja in 1842. Again 
Rosas protested, and again the coin- 
age was withdrawn. 

In addition to the coins listed be- 
low, other variations have been re- 
ported, some in copper.

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NOTES ON THE TRIAL OF THE PYX

In the September issue of The 
Numismatist was an article by Mrs. 
Sara Beneman entitled “The Trial 
of the Pyx: 1959.” This presents a 
very good coverage of a little known 
and interesting ceremony. Because 
of general lack of knowledge of the 
Pyx trials I would like to add a few 
historical facts to supplement those 
in Mrs. Beneman’s excellent piece. I 
shall cover the pyx trials as they 
were practiced in England up to the 
present. 

A good discussion of the subject 
is found in Humphrey’s The Coin- 
age of The British Empire. Most 
of the information for this note is 
taken from there, although most 
of the details have been verified 
from other sources. 

It was the custom of the mas- 
ters of the English mints and their 
workers from the Middle Ages up 
to the early part of the eighteenth 
century “to mark a privy mark on 
all the money that they had made, 
as well of gold as of silver, so that 
if at another time it might be 
known, if need were, which mon- 
eys of gold and silver, among other 
moneys, were of their own making, 
and which not.”i It is believed that 
this was quoted from a proclama- 
tion by one of the Tudors, although 
similar ones were doubtless made 
during each reign from the time of 
Edward III when the pyx trials be- 
came an established procedure. 

The pyx was, in actuality, a court 
of inquiry into the condition of the 
various mints and was, almost with- 
out exception, held at Westminster. 
There, after the court had estab- 
lished the legality of the money the 
masters of the various mints were 
“entitled to receive their quietus un- 
der the great seal and to be dis- 
charged from all suits or actions 
concerning those moneys . ”2 


After the trial was held it was 
required that the privy mark be 
changed “that so the moneys from 
which they were not yet discharged 
might be distinguished from those 
for which they had already received 
their quietus, which new mark they 
then continued to stamp upon their 
moneys, until another trial of the 
pyx also gave them their quietus 
concerning those.”^ 

The privy marks themselves form 
an interesting field of study for the 
serious student of English numis- 
matics. They took the form of fig- 
ures, geometric designs, initials 
and misspellings of words in the 
legends. The last privy mark I 
have noted was in the design of 
some coins minted early in the reign 
of George IV. This mark was the 
initials W.W.P. These initials, ac- 
cording to Seaby, stand for William 
Wellesley Pole who was master of 
the mint, 1812-1823. “His indenture, 
as with those of his predecessors 
for 450 years, authorized him to 
place his privy mark on the coins.”^ 

The pyx was a strong case se- 
cured with three separate locks. The 
three keys were kept in the hands 
of three individuals, the warden, 
the master and the comptroller of 
the mint to which the pyx belonged. 

The amount of coins minted were 
measured, according to Humphrey, 
by the journey, which amounted to 
fifteen pounds of gold or sixty 
pounds of silver. From each of 
these journeys certain coins were 
selected at random, placed in sealed 
parcels and deposited in the pyx 
under lock and key. Then, at regu- 
lar times, often every three months, 
the king would command that a 
trial take place. 

The masters and workers of the 
mints then carried the pyx to West- 
minster and opened it in the pres-

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ence of the Lord Chancellor, the 
Lords of the Council, the Lords 
Commissioners of the Treasury, the 
Justices of several benches, and the 
Barons of the Exchequer. A jury 
of expert goldsmiths was then 
gathered and sworn for the purpose 
of a trial before this group. First, 
from coins taken at random from 
the pyx, a collective weight was ob- 
tained by the jury. When this was 


accomplished the parcels were 
melted down and an assay was 
made of the amount of gold or sil- 
ver present. The results of that as- 
say was then compared to an assay 
made from trial pieces which were 
kept on deposit in the Exchequer 
for that purpose. This was the trial 
procedure and the verdict reached 
was called the verdict of the pyx. 


The amount of gold stored at Fort Knox at the close of the fiscal year 1958 
was 12,229 short tons or $12,483,414,764.30 worth. This is the same bullion stored 
there a year previous.

He told us of the Alaskan 
Medallion that is to be made in Cleve- 
land. On the obverse will appear the 
Alaskan State Flag, with a bust of 
Seward on the reverse. It will be in 
half dollar size in silver, and possibly 
a few in gold. With his talk he dis- 
played dies, hubs, punches, sculptor’s 
models, and patterns.
